the high seas, also, several electors 
proceeding overseas will be taken ir 
‘the same way All the formalities re- 
quired by law were observed at the 
mergency polls. There were scrutin- 


rs present representing both the gov 
ernment and the opposition, and noti 
fication when the polls would be held 
was sent to both political parties 

Voting at the front, in England, and 
on ships at sea with Canadian naval 
voters on board opens tomorrow, and 
continues till polling day. The juris- 
diction of the various overseas presid- 
i - officers has been defined and prep- 
arations are cuvspreted. 

Between now and polling day there 
will be polls held at over twenty points 
in the United States, 

In Canada ov.r 600 military polls 
will be established, but In these there 
will be only one day's polling—the or- 
dinary polling day. 

__A noyelty in this connection wlll be 
toe holding throughout Canada of polis 
wn the Indian reservations. These will 


| be held to take the votes of Indians 
‘who have fought in the war and have

Strength 


Has Been Great Boon to the City. 


“Bince taking over the management 
of the force we have done everything 
possible to economize and reduce the 
cost of the upkeep of the departmnt 
to the lowest point, at the same time | 
maintaining it as an efficient police 
force,” says the annual statement of | 
the police commission, presented to) 
the members of the city council. 

“When we took control of the force 
on April 30, 1915, the total strength 
of the whole force was 113, and today 
the total force numbers 67, Three 
years ago the force numbered 134, as 
against 57 today, which shows’ the 
gradual decrease we have made in 
the strength of the force, at the same 
time keeping up its efficiency and do- 
ing the work which they were called 
upon to do. 

“The year prior to taking over the 
control of the force the total cost was 
$199,146.34, and this year our total 
estimated expenditure was $89,130, and 
up to the end of October we have spent 
only $70,591.37, which will make a net 
saving in two years of approximately 
$120,000 as against the year 1914. 

Prohibition Great Boon. 

“During the past year the work of 
the department has been somewhat | 
Jessened on account of the passing of 
the prohibition act on the Ist of July, 
1916, which, in our opinion, has cer- | 
tainly been a great boon to the city. 

number of persons arrested iv: | 
being drunk during tne year was 136, 
as against 865 for the previous year. 
As was to be expected, the sale of 
illicit liquor has given the police work, | 
and since the act came into force the | 
detective department has raided 
41 hotels, 35 cafes, 10 rooming 
houses, 12 pool rooms, 11 liquor 
stores, 240 other places, and 95 per 
cent of those brought before’ the 
court have been convicted. 

** Since the war broke out no few- 
er than 53 members of the force have 
joined the army, of which 62 have 
gone to the front.

Would Mean Defeat 

Mr, Bonar Law intimated that 
should the Marquis of Lansdowne's 
letter stimulate the pacifist movement 
to the point of the government losing 
support for needful war measures 
there would only be one alternative for 
the government, He declared that 
peace on this basis would really be oe 
defeat for Great Britain. 

“Does anyone really believe that 
unity in the British Empire could con- 
tinue the same after such a defeat?” 
the chancellor asked in conclusion. 

Unfortunate-TInopportune 

LONDON, Nov. 80.—-The letter of 
the Marquis of Lansdowne continues 
to be deprecated or frankly denounc- 
ed in all governmental quarters, J 
Austen Chamberlin, former secretary 
for India, in a speech at Northampton 
tonight, said that he and his col- 
leagues, both in and out of office 
viewed the letter with unfelgned = re- 
egret. It was unfortunate and inoppor- 
tune, because at the present moment, 
when Italy and Roumania were invad- 
ed and Russia was in the throes of 
revolution, nothing ought to be said 
or written throwing doubt on the loy- 
alty of Great Britain to her Allies. 
Mr. Chamberlain also declared that 
there must be no restrictions of the 
rights of the belligerents at sea, such 
as great Britain had exercised and 
the United States was now exercising. 

Although at the present the attacks 
against the Marquis of Lansdowne are 
mostly vocal, there appears to be a 
considerable body of Liberal opinion 
which welcomes his letter 

Curiosity as to Backers 

There is also a deal of curiosity as 
to what support the Marquis of Lans- 
downe may have had among the politi 
cal leaders, it belng believed that he 
was not likely to publish such an ap 
peal without some such acquiescence 
According to some rumors Earl Lore 
burn, former lord high chancellor, and 
the Earl of Rosebery were consulted 
before the letter was given to the 
press 

The Weekly Nation expresses the 
opinion that the war policy of Vis- 
count Grey, former foréign secretary, 
is identical with the Marquis of Lans- 
downe's views 

An interesting point of view of some 
of the political discussions bearing on 
the letter is that it points to possible 
alternative government and policy to 
that of the existing government 

Spoke Onty for Himself 

LONDON, Nov 80.—Lord Robert 
minister of blockade, in his 
weekly talk with the Associated Press 
today, declared emphati y that the 
Morquis of Lensdowne in writing a 
letter containing peace sl estions, 
was not speaking for any important 
body of opinion in England. 

“The most important thing to say in 
regard to Lansdowne's letter,’ Lord 
Robert said, “is that he spoke only 
for himself. Before writing it he did 
not consult or have any communica- 
tion with any member of the govern- 
ment and the members of the govern- 
ment read the letter in the newspa- 


pers with as much surprise as any- 


body else

A week's ration for a four-roomed 
house is two hundredweight, and for 
five and six-roomed houses three 
hundredweight for the winter — six 
months, with half that quantity for

Me- 
Coy quickly covered the bet, and vies quickly doffed his clothes and 
entered the ring. As the heavyweight champion of England, Scales 
had many adinirers in the arena, and he was loudly cheered when he 
faced McCoy to defend the pugilistic honors of England, The crafty 
Kid sent over a blow that staggered the big fellow, another that 
crumpled him up, and a third that sent him to the floor for the full 
count, It was all over so quickly that the dumbfounded fans scarcely 
knew what had happened. Jack Madden came third, and MeCoy put 
him away in four rounds. This was the end of the evening’s enter- 
tainment, so far as the formal grogram was concerned, but the Kid 
hadn't had enough exercise, an@ topped off the bill by putting away 
Sandy Ferguson, en American heavyweight. He even offered to take 
on a few more men, in order to get his sluggish blood warmed up, 
but nobody volunteered, and so the Kid called it a day.

End of Kid Carter's Carcer 

Marvin Hart defeated Kid Carter in fifteen rounds at Boston on 
December 1, 1908, The contest ended the ring career of Edward 
Carter, in his time one of the best middleweights and light-heavy- 
weights. A few months before Carter had twice gone down to defeat 
before Joe Walcott, the squat little negro welterwe'rht, and his defeat 
by Hart-——who afterward claimed the hefvywelght Utle when Jeffries 
retired-——led Carter to believe that his fighting days were over It was 
not Carter's first defeat by the Kentuckian, for Hart had knocked 
him out in the ninth round of 4 Louisville bout the preceding year. 
Carter began fighting as @ lightweight im 1898. In 1901 he won ona 
foul from Joe Waleott, shortly before the latter became welterweight 
champion, and in a return mateh Carter knocked out the Demon. He 
put Joe Choynski to sleep in the first round in 1902. but later in the 
year was h.nself knocked out by Tommy Ryan at Fort Erie.

It is a well-known fact, that a few 
years ago, the musical propaganda of 
Western Can 2 consisted in a large 
number of concerts t such attrac- 
tions as “Jubilee Singers Bell Ring. 
ers,” “Monologue Expene q worn 
out singers travelling on their reputa- 
tion, ete While stern Canada 
there were mu organizations 
formed each the purpose 
And the 
ferior at- 
i yur the west, 
ch harvest by charging ex- 
es of admission. whereas 
attractions might have 
d, if there had been some 
organization o: individual 
in Western Canada to amange the ne- 
cessary business details 

It must not be inferred from the 
above that the west was altoge’her 
without good musical entertainment, 
for some of the world’s f 
tists visited the country as long as 
fifteen years ago. In ct, scarcely

An I atood this bright autumnal 
morning and looked out over the glassy 
surface of Walden Pond, a iong and 
noisy freight puffed exhaustedly by 
against the pines ebyond the further 
shore; says Rh. Heber Howe, jr., in the 
Boston Transcript. My thoughta had 
been with Thoreau, whose centenary 
we are this year commemorating. Be- 
hind me was the cairn marking the 
spot where his cabin stood—-a monu- 
ment built by a thousand hands focus- 
ed from ail quarters of the universe 
The train had jarred my thoughts, just 
as it startled a nearby kingfisher, and 
its soft drifting smoke as it remained 
clinging to the tree tops in the still air 
seemed its only counterpart with ser- 
ene nature. 

At home my volume of Thoreau's 
“Walden’ showed me, however, that 
thought I had journeyed there by au- 
tomobile, the pond was unchanged as 
Thoreau knew it “The Fitchburg 
Raliroad,” he writes, “touches the 
pond about a hundred rods south of 
where i dweli I usually go to the 
village along its caus@way, and am, as 
it were, related to society by this link.

One of the most striking examples is 
that of Thomas Hood, the “irrepress- 
ible” wit and tumorist. Hood's life 
has been called “one Jong disease,” for 
he was a victim of tuberculosis from 
infancy until his death at forty-six 
No amount of ciscouragement could 
Gull the edge of his humor. It was 
during the height of the disease that 
he wrote “Eugene Aram,” upon which 
his immortalhty rests. 

Robert Louis Stevenson, Like Hood, 
was a chronic invalid from boyhood 
The slowly wasting ailment prevented 
him from writing more than two hours 
a day, but during that ueriod it gave 
him unsurpassed command over the 
english language, an emotional insight 
‘nto child life, an the world’s greatest 
romantic touch. In his younger days 
Stevenson wrote essays, but in 1881, 
when he was thirty-one years of age, 
he abandoned these and devoted him- 
self to the imaginative type of story 
such as his “Tr ure Island,” “New 
Arabian Night. “Kidnapped,” ett 
During ths period, tuberculosis was 
gradually wearing him down, but as 
his body grew frailer his wizardry of 
expression and his ability to write 
strengthened 


Antoine Watteau, one of France's 
foremost artists, painted his celebrat- 
ed decorative panels while dying of 
the white man's scourge. He sprang 
rom the humble poverty stricken 
surroundings, and was forced to work 
on the brink of starvation for the 
gerater part of his thirty-seven yeara, 
Just as his fame rose to national pro-

If the visitor to Jerusalem just 
prior to the war could escape the 
clutehes of the professional guide, 
and get Mto the hands ef someone 
who really knew the city, and what 
archaeglogical investigation has done 
there, he naturally became interested 
in the question of the“walls of Jeru- 
salem.

The labor of preparing and 
placing them must have been im- 
mense. The best light I have had on 
this lesson is my recollection of the 
character of the wal! that Nehemiah 
built. Naturally, as I stood beside 
this stonework, 1 had tender and ad- 
uring thoughts for the old Jews and 
their magnificent leader, who, ina 
period of distress and Persecution, yet 
wrought so nobly for the defense of 
tuelr Holy City. 


A Man As A Wall.” 

Great as was this work, still great- 
er was the worker. We may marvel 
at the building of a new wall out of 
the rubbish heap of the old city, with 
the perilous wark~ of quarrying out 
where enemies were most dangerous, 
and the slow, toilsome task of haul- 
ing the stones into pesition. Our 
greatest admiration, however, is re- 
served for Nehemiah the master 
builder, who meant more to Jerusa- 
Jem than all the stones that he had 
put into place. A city’s best defense 
is not in brick and mortar anda stone 
and timber, but in its men. A com- 
munity that possesses a Nehemiah 
has stouter walls than those of old 
Jerusalem. This Nehemiah had a 
heart, a head and a hand for build- 
ing. His soul caught a vision; his 
hands turned the vision into solid 
masonry. 

It is easy to understand the devo- 
tion of a man who is building te pro- 
tect his own family from death and 
disaster. Self-preservation is the law 
which then works. We nwst rise to 
higher levels, however, to find the 
explanation for such a man as Nehe- 
miah, who deserted luxury and afflu- 
ence in ap oriental court, where he 
stood in the presence of the great 
king, for the sake of casting in his 
lot with his own fellow-patriots in 
their puverty and danger Nehemiah 
was greater in the ag of renouncing 
the court of Persia than when he 
stood, taskmaster and general, upon 
the rising walls of Jerusalem. His 
patriotism was equal to self-renun- 
clati®n. It was splendidly selfless.

When The Boss Notices. 

Old Artaxerxes must have been a 
good King to work under. When his 
cup-bearer appeared sad of counte- 
nance, the king was not se engrossed 
in affairs of state that he had ao time 
for kindly interest in the welfare of 
his retainers. He inquired Solicit- 
ously the cause of Nehemiah’s 
sorrow. This is the kind of em- 
ployer to seve, one who cares for the 
personal welfare of those under him. 
Anybody can work well for a man 
who has this spirit. The labor prob- 
tem would be half solved if the boss- 
es would but notice their men as 
men, with a care for their personal 
needs and sufferings. There is not 
usually @ servant question in the 
kitchen of the mistress who is solicit- 
ous about the welfare of her helper, 
and who looks upon her assistant 
first of all as a fellow won.an rather 
than as a servant. 

Artaxerxes got at the bottom of 
Nehemiah’s trouble and asked how 
he could help. Instantly the cup- 
bearer shot a prayer to the King of 
kings in heaven before he presented 
his petition to this king upon his 
earthly throne. It is good statesman- 
ship to bear in mind ¢ver that over 
all rules God, and thet He is still a 
very present help in trouble. 


Wanted—A Hard Job. 

In that atmosphere of sycophancy, 
it must have been a surprise to Ar- 
taxerxes to find that his cup-bearer's 
petition was not for a promotion or 
for a larger income, o> for some in- 
creased honor, but rather for a hard 
job that meant first of all renuncia- 
tion. Nehemiah told him how Ju- 
dah, the capital of his heart, was 
laid waste.
